The Valuation of those four Unions not having iieeii completed at the time 
Atheu the former Returns were compiled, the series uas printed in an imperfect 
state. 

His Excellency considers it desirable that the Returns nou' tr;msmitted should 
be printed, and requests tliat Secretary Sir George Grey will cause them to be 
presented to both Houses of Parliament in the ensuing Session.
